San Francisco, CA (EFE) — El tri- 
bunal Supremo de California decidió el 
pasado jueves la anulación de unos 4,000 
matrimonios homosexuales en San Fran- 
cisco debido a que el alcalde de la ciudad 
no tenía autoridad para celebrar esas 
uniones. 


La decisión señala que el ayuntamiento 
de San Francisco actuó de forma incorrecta 
al conceder unas 4,000 licencias matri- 
moniales a parejas homosexuales en claro 
desafío a la legislación californiana, que in- 
dica que el matrimonio es una unión entre 
un hombre y una mujer.

Undocumented 
Latinos demand 
California drivers' 
licenses 


Sacramento (EFE) — 
With cries in Spanish of “Yes 
it's possible!” and “We're tired 
of this!”, hundreds of Latinos 
gathered in front of the state 
Capitol in Sacramento to de- 
mand drivers” licences for un- 
documented immigrants. 

Waving the flags of Mexico 
and the U.S., carrying banners 
in English and Spanish, more 
than 700 demonstrators staged 
a peaceful protest urging Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger to keep 
his word and issue drivers’ li- 
censes to illegal aliens. 

From as far away as San 
Diego and Los Angeles in the 
south, and Santa Rosa and Napa 
Valley in the north, and particu- 
larly from San José and San 
Francisco in the Bay area, the 
Hispanic community set out in 
buses and cars to show support 
for Proposition SB-1160, which 
would allow undocumented im- 
migrants to drive legally. 

Silvia Ramírez, a Bay-Area 
resident, said that “a driver’s li-

Mexico cautions use of new Border 
Patrol devices against immigrants

Mexico City (EFE) — The government of Mexico, sen- 
sitive about treatment of its citizens by U.S. agents, has cau- 
tioned Washington that approval of the use of non-lethal de- 
vices against undocumented immigrants must not be used as 
a pretext for increased violence against those who sneak 
across the border. 

Mexico’s Foreign Ministry issued the admonition in 
hopes of defusing a heated controversy that arose after the 
state of Texas announced last week that it will employ new 
non-lethal devices already being used in California, New 
Mexico and Arizona.

Otay Mesa, CA (EFE) —

“Yo nunca he estado más de 
un día en Estados Unidos y nada 
más he venido a California, casi 
siempre a hacer compras”, dijo 
a EFE Gabriela Duarte García, 
residente de Tijuana (México), 
mientras esperaba en la estación 
de autobuses de Otay. 

“Para mí sí son buenas noti- 
cias, porque así puedo cruzar y 
no perder tiempo en trámites y 
papeleos, puedo planear venir a 
ver a mi familia y quedarme 
unos días en San Diego”, añadió 
Duarte. 

Por su parte, Xochitl Núñez, 
también residente de Tijuana, 
expresó que pocas veces necesi- 
ta permanecer más de tres días 
O internarse en territorio esta- 
dounidense, excepto cuando 
viaja a Las Vegas por vacaciones 
cada dos o tres años. 

Pero para los comercios de

Hispanos defenderán ley de salud 
a trabajadores en California 


Sacramento (EFE) — Un 
centenar de organizaciones que 
prestan servicios de salud a los 
hispanos se han unido para de- 
fender la ley que proporcionará 
atención a miles de trabajadores 
latinos ante la posibilidad de que 
sea anulada por medio de un 
referendo. 

Adrián Núñez, vocero de la 
Proposición 72, que busca fortale- 
cer la ley SB-2 que otorgará segu- 
ro médico a todos los trabajadores 
en este estado a partir de 2006, 
indicó que en poco más de una 
semana mayoría de las clínicas de 
salud se han sumado a la defensa 
de esta legislación ya aprobada. 

“Es muy importante que los 
hispanos comprendan que está en 
juego su seguro médico y cada 
californiano sin servicio de salud, 
por eso creemos que los latinos 
es la comunidad más importante 
para apoyar la Proposición 72”, 
dijo a EFE el portavoz. 

“La Asociación de Ciudada- 
nos de la Salud Primarios de Cali- 
fornia se unió a nosotros, con lo 
que se sumaron las clínicas de sa- 
lud en todo el estado”, agregó 
Nunez. 

La Proposición 72, a presen- 
tarse en las boletas electorales de 
noviembre próximo, cuenta tam- 
bién con el apoyo del Concilio 
Nacional de La Raza, el Fondo 
México Americano para la 
Defensa Legal y la Educación 
(Maldef), la Coalición Latina para 
una California Saludable y Bie- 
nestar Colaborativo Inmigrante, 


entre otras organizaciones. 

Bajo la dirección de las 
asociaciones de Médicos y de 
Enfermeras de California, la Pro- 
posición 72 se opone a otra inicia- 
tiva — impulsada por empresarios 
y comerciantes— que intenta, en 
las mismas elecciones, impedir 
que la ley SB-2 entre en vigor. 

Los empresarios, encabeza- 
dos por la Cámara de Comercio 
de California “ya reunieron sus 
firmas y están listos para presentar 
la propuesta en las elecciones, 
gracias a que contaron con apoyo 
financiero de corporaciones na- 
cionales muy fuertes interesadas 
en no dar seguro a sus emplea- 
dos”, dijo Núñez. 

Un folleto en español que la 
coalición en favor de la Propo- 
sición 72 comenzó a difundir en 
California señala que “solamente 
el 43 por ciento de los hispanos 
recibe cobertura médica a través 
de su trabajo, comparado con el 
73 por ciento de los trabajadores 
anglosajones”. 

Núñez señaló que “la Propo- 
sición 72 es un paso crítico para 
extender la cobertura médica a los 
seis millones de californianos sin 
seguro, pero más de la mitad de 
esas personas son hispanas, más 
de tres millones de personas”. 

Agregó que 221,000 trabaja- 
dores hispanos de las empresas 
que —por ley — deberán asegurar 
a sus trabajadores, no reciben 
seguro médico en California, 
quienes junto con sus familias 
suman más de 300,000 personas, 
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“en cifras muy conservadoras”. 

Aunque la poderosa Federa- 
ción Laboral de California con sus 
más de 740,000 afiliados apoya 
la Proposición 72 como una de sus 
prioridades electorales de 2004, 
“nunca se sabe y lo mejor es estar 
seguros, por lo que proponemos 
que cada elector hispanos también 
la apoye”, según Núñez. 

Aproximadamente 40 por 
ciento de los trabajadores integra- 
dos ahora a la federación son his- 
panos, según cifras del tesorero 
general de esa organización, Art 
Pulaski. 

El folleto dirigido en español 
a los hispanos advierte que “si la 
proposición 72 no pasa en las 
elecciones de noviembre, el 
movimiento para expandir el 
seguro médico en el trabajo en 
California se podría retrasar por 
más de una década”. 

El vocero dijo que este es un 
grave riesgo, ya que la población 
hispana de California (33 por 
ciento) es la que tiene el creci- 
miento más rápido en el estado y 
el seguro médico a través del tra- 
bajo es un tema prioritario para 
estas elecciones. 

Se estima que la ley SB-2, del 
senador demócrata John Burton, 
proporcionará seguro a 1,2 millo- 
nes de trabajadores hispanos. En- 
traría en vigor en 2006 obligando 
a las empresas con más de 200 
empleados a proveer seguro, en 
2007 a las que tienen entre SO y

“Células madre” ¿Si, o 
No? 

Una de las decisiones más 
controvertidas del Presidente 
Bush, hasta el momento, ha sido 
la de prohibir el uso de recursos 
federales para la investigación 
con las llamadas “células ma- 
dre”.

En medio de esta con- 
troversia, el hijo del fallecido ex 
presidente republicano, Ronald 
Reagan, ofreció recientemente 
un discurso a favor del uso de 
“células madre” en plena conven- 
ción demócrata.

In Venezuela referendum, U.S. may root for Chavez 


Editor’s Note: America’s 
thirst for oil and its fear that un- 
rest in Venezuela could spread to 
strategic Colombia mean that, 
behind a war of words, Washing- 
ton is ready to make a shaky 
peace with Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez.

President Hugo Chavez 
seems almost certain to win the 
recall referendum called for this 
coming Sunday in Venezuela. 

Chavez's lead in nonpartisan 
polls is increasing; his govern- 
ment is awash in oil money that 
is being put into social projects; 
more than a million new voters 
from traditionally marginalized 
segments of the population have 
been registered; and, most impor- 
tant, the U.S. government has 
begun to soften its public stance 
toward Chavez. 

A telling sign of the situation 
is the meeting that Venezuela's 
media magnate Gustavo Cis- 
neros and President Chavez held 
last month. Cisneros has been the 
main power behind the relentless 
communications campaign 
against the president: the con- 
spirators that deposed Chavez for 
two days in April 2002 met at 
Cisneros’ home before going 
over to overthrow the govern- 
ment. He has been the embodi- 
ment of anti-government feelings 
in Venezuela. His meeting with 
Chavez, brokered by Jimmy 
Carter, was an acknowledgment 
of failure and an effort to protect 
his vast interests in the country.

It was a psychological blow to 
the opposition. 

Carlos Andres Perez, the 
former Venezuelan president 
who was removed from office for 
corruption in 1993 and convicted 
of mismanaging $17 million of 
government money, has just is- 
sued a statement in Miami ac- 
cepting that Chavez will win the 
recall vote on August 15, and 
calling for his assassination. “He 
must be killed like a dog,” Perez 
said of the Venezuela president. 
Perez, like Cisneros, knows 
which way the wind is blowing. 

The softening of the Ameri- 
can position toward Chavez was 
reported in detail recently by the 
Financial Times of London. It re- 
quires explanation, however, be- 
cause Washington’s policy for 
Venezuela has been running on 
two tracks, not one. 

Venezuela supplies the 
United States with approximately 
1.5 million barrels of oil a day. It 
is the fourth largest foreign sup- 
plier of the American energy 
market after Saudi Arabia, 
Canada and Mexico. In May 
2001, Vice President Dick 
Cheney authored a report of the 
National Energy Policy Group on 
U.S. oil needs in the next 25 years 
and identified Venezuela as a 
critical energy source. Since then, 
the uncertainties of the available 
oil supply, for political as well as 
technical reasons, have only 
risen. 

Oil and Colombia underlie 
the American desire for stability 
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in Venezuela. The Chavez ad- 
ministration has not been oblivi- 
ous to this. The supply of oil to 
America has never been threat- 
ened; the agent representing the 
Venezuelan government in the 
sale of oil to the U.S. strategic 
reserve is Jack Kemp, 1996 vice- 
presidential running mate of Bob 
Dole and distinguished member 
of the Republican Party’s conser- 
vative leadership. In addition, the 
Venezuela government has kept 
its hands out of the Colombian 
conflict. 

Washington has been faced 
with two less-than-ideal options 
concerning Venezuela: 1) live 
with a rhetorical enemy who 
guarantees the supply of oil and 
keeps clear of Colombian in- 
volvement; or 2) encourage the 
return to power of the divided 
and corrupt politicians who made 
the present situation possible and 
who, having forced Chavez out 
of office, would in all probabil- 
ity have to deal with an unstable 
internal situation that in turn 
could jeopardize the oil supply 
and spill into Colombia. 

The present softening of the 
formal Washington position on 
Chavez is the reconciliation of 
what has been a double track ap- 
proach. Ironically, a Chavez vic- 
tory may be beneficial to Ameri- 
can policy makers, who may then 
enjoy more freedom to pursue 
U.S. interests without being tied 
down to the defense of an inept 
and potentially troublesome lo- 
cal Venezuelan opposition.<>

Although Latinos tradition- 
ally vote Democratic by signifi- 
cant margins, Cuban Americans 
usually go the other way and 
vote overwhelmingly for the 
GOP. Since George W. Bush 
became president by carrying 
Florida with little more than 500 
votes in 2000, the increasing 
non-Cuban Latino population of 
the state is being carefully 
watched by both major parties. 
The demographic changes are 
likely to have a serious impact 
in this year’s presidential elec- 
tion. 

Cubans used to be the larg- 
est ethnic group among 
Florida’s Latinos, but now are 
only one third of the 2.6 million 
Hispanics in the Sunshine State. 
They have historically voted 
Republican because of the GOP 
policy of taking a strong stand 
against the much-hated Castro. 

Latinos, in general, on the 
other hand, favor the Demo- 
cratic Party by 2 to | margins. 

According to the National 
Association of Latino Ap- 
pointed and Elected Officials 
(NALEO), 160.000 new Latinos 
in Florida will cast ballots in 
2004. That is good news for 
John Kerry. 

To be sure, Bush has a num- 
ber of assets in Florida which 
will give his Democratic oppo- 
nent a run for his money. 

To begin with, Jeb Bush, the 
President’s brother, is the Gov- 
ernor of Florida. He speaks 
Spanish very well and is mar- 
ried to Columba Garnica Gallo, 
a native of Mexico. Thus, Bush 
can boast a “family” connection 
with Latinos. 

In addition, although the de- 
creasing numbers of Cuban 
American voters in Florida is 
certainly a minus for Bush, other 
Latinos are not nearly as well 
organized politically. Not all 
these new arrivals become citi- 
zens and those who do may not 
necessarily be registered to vote. 
Cuban Americans, in fact, rep- 
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Estonia, Holanda y

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resent half of the Latino regis- 
tered voters in Florida. 

The ethnicity of Latino 
elected officials in Florida also 
points to a well-organized Cu- 
ban American political group. 
The three Latinos in the Florida 
State Senate are Cuban Ameri- 
cans. The Florida House of Rep- 
resentatives includes 11 Cuban 
Americans, | Puerto Rican, | 
Mexican American, and | Co- 
lombian American. In the U.S. 
House of Representatives, the 
three Latinos from Florida are 
also Cuban Americans. 

Yet, although Cuban 
Americans have historically 
voted for the GOP by 80% or 
better, there is no guarantee that 
those numbers will repeat them- 
selves. The strong anti-Castro 
feelings are fraying with Cuban 
Americans who were born in 
Florida and whe see themselves 
much more as Americans of 
Cuban descent rather than exiles 
whose ultimate goal is to return 
to Cuba. 

As these Cuban Americans 
become more and more inte- 
grated, they focus on jobs, 
healthcare, education, and Iraq, 
which are the issues affecting 
the average American. Castro 
increasingly becomes a faint 
memory. 

The concerns of non-Cuban 
Latinos are similar although im- 
migration looms large with 
them. And on this score Bush 
has accomplished virtually 
nothing in his more than three 
years as president. His immigra- 
tion proposal made in January 
of this year has not gone any- 
where and it’s unlikely to do so 
in light of the continuing atten- 
tion required by the quagmire in 
Iraq. 

Bush’s problems and the 
changing Latino demographics 
in Florida would suggest an op- 
portunity for Kerry. Like Bush, 
Kerry has a multilingual surro- 
gate who could play a signifi- 
cant role. His wife, Teresa, 
speaks several languages in- 
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cluding Spanish, and could pro- 
vide an entree into Latinos” 
hearts. 

For the most part, Kerry’s 
advantage with Latinos in gen- 
eral centers on their minds. A 
survey conducted by the Pew 
Hispanic Center and the Kaiser 
Family on issues dear to Latinos 
suggests areas which could la- 
beled “Democratic turf.” The 
top three concerns for Latinos 
are education, economy, and 
Social Security. Which party can 
better deal with the economy? 
The survey found Latinos favor 
Democrats (53%) over Repub- 
licans (27%). 

Yet, Kerry does not have a 
lock on the Latino vote. In a re- 
cent Miami Herald poll, Kerry 
would get 58 percent of the 
Latino vote, while Bush would 
get 33 percent. Those numbers 
are good but some strategists 
feel that Kerry needs to get 70% 
or better. 

The challenge for Kerry 
will be to make sure Latinos 
vote for him not because he is a 
Democrat but because he is 
Kerry and would do for Latinos 
what Bush has not done in his 
three and a half years in office. 
If he doesn’t convey that mes- 
sage, many Latinos will stay 
home and the very active Cuban 
Americans could tilt the election 
to Bush.

Government will expedite 
deportations

Washington (EFE)— A top USS. official 
said this week that Mexicans with high-tech lim- 
ited-area visas may stay longer on visits. but also 
announced measures permitting faster deporta- 
tion of undocumented immigrants. 

Asa Hutchinson, the Homeland Security 
Department's Under-Secretary for Border and 
Transportation Security, told a news conference 
that the intent of the measures is “to send a clear 
message that those individuals who follow legal 
immigration rules will benefit, while those who 
choose to break our immigration laws will be 
promptly removed from the United States.” 

Mexican nationals with special laser visas 
that enable them to cross into the U.S. border 
zone to visit relatives, do business or conduct 
other local activities will now be able to stay up 
to 30 days. 

Until now, Mexicans with laser visas were 
only allowed to stay up to three days within a 
25-mile-wide border zone in Texas, New Mexico 
and California, and 75 miles in Arizona. 

Mexicans who wish to travel outside the re- 
stricted zone or remain more time in the United 
States must submit an 1-94 application for stays 
of up to six months, U.S. officials said. 

Any Mexican national who travels outside 
the border zone must also register with the U.S. 
Visit program, which keeps track of all foreign 
entries and exits. 

Between 7 and 8 million Mexicans with la- 
ser visas are estimated to make approximately 
100 million border crossings a year, and the de- 
cision to extend the visa stays to 30 days will 
benefit the region’s tourism and business sectors. 


Hutchinson explained that the expansion of 


the expedited-deportation system will take effect 
on or around Aug. 24, once customs agents are 
trained to determine who may request political 
asylum and who should be deported immediately. 

The goal is to slash the cost of jailing and 
prosecuting illegal immigrants and to alleviate 
overcrowding at immigration detention centers. 

Since 1997, authorities have been able to 
conduct expedited deportations at airports and 
established checkpoints on the Mexican and Ca-

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Bush quiere que 
hospitales averigiien 
sobre situacion migratoria 


Washington (EFE) — El 
gobierno del presidente George 
W. Bush está dispuesto a dar 
ayuda federal a los hospitales que 
atienden en emergencias a los in- 
migrantes indocumentados pero 
quiere que den cuenta de ellos, 
indicó el diario The New York 
Times. 

“El Gobierno federal ofrece 
1.000 millones de dólares a esos 
hospitales”, señaló el diario en un 
artículo de primera página. “Pero 
para recibir esa ayuda los hos- 
pitales tendrán que preguntarle a 
los pacientes sobre su situación 
migratoria”. “Esto alarma a los 
hospitales y a los defensores de 
los inmigrantes”, añade el ar- 
tículo. 

El Congreso aprobó el año 
pasado esa ayuda financiera, 
después de que durante años los 
hospitales argumentaron que el 
Gobierno federal era responsable 
por la política migratoria y 
debería cubrir los gastos hechos 
por esos inmigrantes indocu- 
mentados. 

Los gastos hospitalarios de 
los indocumentados son, por 
supuesto, más altos en estados 
fronterizos como Arizona, Texas 
y California, y otros estados 
como Nueva York e Illinois que 
tienen comunidades inmigrantes 
muy numerosas. 

En la ley que aprobó el 
Congreso las asignaciones de 
dinero mayores se hicieron a 
California con 72 millones de 
dólares anuales, Texas con 48 
millones, Arizona con 42 millo- 
nes, Nueva York con 12 millones, 
Illinois con 10 millones y Florida 
con 9 millones de dólares. 


El dinero debe usarse según 
la ley para “servicios médicos de 
emergencia brindados a extran- 
jeros indocumentados”.

Agrega que los hospitales y 
algunos defensores de inmi- 
grantes sostienen que. si Se em- 
pieza a hacer preguntas, en poco 
tiempo los inmigrantes indocu- 
mentados evitarán acudir a los 
hospitales cuando necesiten la 
asistencia. 

Una ley de 1986 estipula que 
en Estados Unidos los hospitales 
deben dar exámenes médicos y 
tratamiento para estabilizar la 
condición de cualquier paciente 
que se presente a la sala de 
emergencia, sin consideración 
por la capacidad de esa persona 
para pagar los gastos. 

A menudo, cuando el 
paciente no tiene seguro médico 
u otro medio para pagar, el hos- 
pital asume el gasto. 

De acuerdo con la Oficina 
del Censo, el 32 por ciento de los 
hispanos en EE.UU. carece de 
seguro médico, comparado con 
el 20 por ciento de los negros y 
el 11 por ciento de los blancos 
no hispanos. 

Entre los hispanos que no 
son ciudadanos de EE.UU., la 
carencia es aún mayor y llega al

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Fox promete a indigenas mas 
presupuesto para superar su rezago 


México (EFE) — El pre- 
sidente de México, Vicente 
Fox, prometió un mayor pre- 
supuesto en 2005 para superar 
el rezago en que se encuentra 
la población indígena, que 
constituye un 13 por ciento de 
los habitantes del país. 

“Este año estamos hablan- 
do de casi tres veces más que 
el año anterior, pero necesita- 
mos poner más presupuesto. 
Hace falta más presupuesto y 
vamos a lograr hacerlo para el 
próximo año”, afirmó Fox al 
inaugurar el Encuentro Nacio- 
nal de Mujeres Indígenas Pro- 
ductoras que se celebra en la ca- 
pital mexicana. 

El mandatario destacó que 
bajo su administración ha ha- 
bido avances en el apoyo a los 
aborígenes, como en la cons- 
trucción de infraestructura 
básica para educación y salud, 
pero advirtió que hay “rezagos 
importantes que aún quedan”. 

Según datos oficiales, 13.2 
millones de los 103 millones de 
habitantes de México son in- 
dígenas (una de cada ocho per- 
sonas) y se prevé que en 2010 
llegarán a 14.2 millones. 

Los indígenas se concen- 
tran en los estados del sur y 
sudeste del país, y hay cinco 
regiones que poseen más de un 
millón. 

Oaxaca encabeza la lista, 
con 2.1 millones, seguido de 
Chiapas (1.4 millones), Vera- 
cruz (1.3 millones), y Yucatán 
y Puebla, con 1.2 millones cada 
uno.

President George W. Bush told a 
gathering of minority journalists in 
a natoinal conference last Friday 
that the long-term solution to ille- 
gal immigration from south of the 
border lies in developing a Mexi- 
can middle class. 

The president made the com- 
ments before more than 7,000 
people at the Unity Journalists of 
Color Convention in Washington.

Texaco turns to 
U.S. courts to 
avoid potential 
environmental 
reparations in 
Ecuador 


Quito (EFE) — The Environ- 
mental Action organization has 
urged Ecuador’s government to 
turn to the United States justice 
system to block the lawsuit brought 
by Texaco against the state-run oil 
company Petroecuador. 

With the lawsuit Texaco ex- 
pects Petroecuador, with whom it 
has had joint operations for 20 
years, to compensate it for any suit 
or cause, including environmental, 
for which Texaco could possibly be 
held liable under Ecuadorian law. 

Esperanza Martinez, coordina- 
tor of Environmental Actions 
“Texaco Never Again” campaign, 
said that Ecuador should block the 
lawsuit by turning to the same New 
York Federal Court where the 
Texaco lawsuit was issued. 

The environmentalist is con- 


vinced that the lawsuit was part of 


Texaco strategy to escape paying 
any damages that might be 
awarded to a group of indigenous 
communities and Andean tenant 
farmers currently suing the multi- 
national for contaminating the 
land. 

Even if the Andean natives 
win their case against Texaco, un- 
der the ruling the multinational 
seeks in the New York court, it 
would be Ecuador that would have 
to pay the damages. 

Texaco denies these allega- 
tions. 

Eighty indigenous communi- 
ties from the Ecuadorian Amazon 
say that Texaco use of the land has 
damaged the environment and has 
affected their health, which is why 
they are asking Texaco for an in- 
demnity of $1 billion.

Washington (EFE) — La 
comunidad hispana en Estados 
Unidos registró logros sustanciales 
en el sector de vivienda durante los 
años noventa, pero ahora hay una 
mayor escasez de vivienda de 
buena calidad y a precios asequi- 
bles, según un informe.

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Nuevo examen GED desanima

Washington (EFE) — Un 
nuevo y más riguroso examen de 
equivalencia de escuela secunda- 
ria (GED) ha tenido un impacto 
negativo en la cantidad de par- 
ticipantes toma la prueba, según 
muestran los datos más recientes. 

El Consejo Estadounidense 
de Educación, que integra 1,800 
colegios y universidades que 
manejan el programa GED (“Ge- 
neral Educational Develop- 
ment”), informó que, en 2001, el 
numero de adultos y adolescentes 
que tomaron la prueba alcanzó 
una cifra récord de 1,069,899. 

Sin embargo, en 2002, el 
numero se hundió hasta 603,019, 
una merma de casi 44 por ciento 
respecto al año anterior. 

Los expertos atribuyen la 
disparidad a los cambios realiza- 
dos al examen GED, que entraron 
en vigor desde 2002, y que, por 
vez primera, examina a los 


participantes en lectura, escritura, 
estudios sociales, matemáticas y 
ciencias. 

El examen, que consta de 240 
preguntas y la escritura de un 
ensayo, se aprueba con un míni- 
mo de 410 (antes era 400), de una 
escala de 800 puntos, para cada 
una de las materias en cuestión. 

Originalmente, el GED se 
creó a principios de 1940, a raíz 
de la Segunda Guerra Mundial, 
para ayudar a los adultos que no 
terminaron la secundaria pero 
todavía aspiraban a un diploma. 

Personalidades como el ac- 
tor y comediante Bill Cosby y el 
senador por Colorado Ben Night- 
horse Campbell (R), entre mu- 
chos otros, se han beneficiado de 
esta oportunidad. 

Aunque todavía un número 
significativo de adultos dependen 
de esta prueba para continuar sus 
sueños, cada vez más se está 
convirtiendo en la principal op- 


ción de muchos jóvenes, en par- 
ticular latinos y otras minorías, 
para obtener el codiciado docu- 
mento. 

Una de las razones funda- 
mentales para modificar la prueba 
fueron las exigencias económicas 
del nuevo siglo, que, entre otras, 
requiere de una fuerza trabajadora 
educada y adiestrada para pros- 
perar. 

Pero cuando el Consejo Esta- 
dounidense de Educación anun- 
ció que a partir de 2002 el con- 
tenido del GED reflejaría más el 
rigor académico actual, hubo una 
avalancha de participantes que to- 
maron el examen en 2000 y 2001 
“para evitar enfrentarse a una 
prueba más difícil”, según un 
estudio de la publicación Educa- 
tion Week. 

Los oficiales de GED han 
escuchado — mayormente de jó- 
venes— que las preguntas del 
nuevo examen son más difíciles, 
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The devices are “PepperBall 
launchers,” air-powered rifles 
that shoot pellets filled with OC 
powder - a pepper-like irritant - 
and were recently added to mea- 
sures for combating illegal im- 
migration. 

While the announcement 
surprised some in Mexico, it was 
reported that the use of the weap- 
ons was publicly approved by 
both governments in 2001 as part 
of the Plan of Action for Coop- 
eration on Border Safety. 

They did so in response to 
profound concern over danger- 
ous incidents along the border, 
where undocumented migrants 
have been killed during chases 
and in confrontations with the 
Border Patrol. 
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In view of those threats, 
Washington and Mexico en- 
dorsed non-lethal security mea- 
sures with the goal of “establish- 
ing an alternative to the Border 
Patrol agents” use of lethal fire 
arms, for the sole and exclusive 
purpose of repelling possible 
physical aggression.” 

“The program was not cre- 
ated as an offensive strategy for 
capturing migrants,” Mexican 
Foreign Minister Luis Ernesto 
Derbez said. He added, more- 
over, that it “must not in any way 
be interpreted as a backing by the 
Mexican government of the use 
of violence against Mexican mi- 
grants.” 

The Foreign Ministry said 
Mexico’s embassy and consu- 
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lates in the United States have 
“precise standing instructions for 
protecting the physical integrity, 
dignity and rights of Mexican 
nationals.” Officials also pledged 
an ongoing review of the pro- 
gram. 

Criticism of the additional 
border security measures was di- 
rected not only at Derbez but at 
his predecessor, Jorge Castaneda, 
who presided over the adoption 
of the bilateral Plan of Action 
three years ago. 

Castañeda, an academic who 
has already announced his can- 
didacy for the 2006 Mexican 
presidential election, said the 
plan was “sensible” and aimed 
at saving lives. 

One of the Mexican negotia- 
tors, former deputy foreign min- 
ister and current U:N. Ambassa- 
dor Enrique Berruga, said the 
agreement was also endorsed by 
Interior Minister Santiago Creel. 

The U.S. envoy to Mexico, 
Tony Garza, intervened Tuesday 
in the controversial debate, ex- 
plaining that pepper guns “have 
been used for five or six years,” 
in accordance with existing bi- 
lateral agreements. 

He said Border Patrol agents 
will use the pepper guns “only 
to defend themselves. <>
